Pub. Vehicles April 1 


Licensing of public ‘service ve- 
hicles and drivers thereof, is fully 
covered in regulations -under the 
Public Vehicles Act, issued last week 
by the provincial government's 
Highway Traffic Board. The new 
regulations, issued in booklet form, 
will come into effect on April 1 
next. : 


Under these regulations no public 
service vehicle shall be operated over 
any route other than that for which 
the operator holds a certificate un- 
less such route be blocked or other- 
wise nendered impassable tempor- 
arily. 


No driver shall work more than 
nine hours in any period of 24 
consecutive hhours,\except in case of 
emengency. 

Each driver of a public service 
or commercial vehicle shall obtain 
on April 1 of each year a certificate 
certifying to the vision, hearing and 
general physical fitness of the dri- 
ver. 

It-is provided that every person to 
whom a certificate is granted shal: 
take out and. keep in force a $500 
policy of inland transportation in_ 
surance to cover loss of damage to 
freight shipments.

Boron Helps Crops 
Resist Di: eases 


Boron, according to B. Leslie| 
Emsilie, in his monthly Farm News 
Letter, is one of the minor ele- 
ments which, though required in 
very small amount, is essential to 
the nonmal growth of plants. Lack | 
of boron, for instance, has been 
found associated with brown_heart 
of (turnips, crown-rot of mangels and 
beets and corky-core of apples. Con- 
siderable progress has been made, 
and ‘boron is shown to be distinctly 
effective in lessening the attacks. 


Boron, in the form of commercial | 
borax, is applied usually in the fer-| 
tilizer and in proportion tc parnien | 
as little ag ten pounds of borax per 
acre. 


Boron in excess is poisonous to 
plants and during ‘the war this was 
brought . out very forcibly. When 
supplies of European potash were | 


cut off recourse was had to the 
potash-bearing brine of a lake in the 
United States. The results of apply- 
ing fertilizers deriving their potash 
from this source proved disastrous to 
crops and in consequence of this 
experience a clause was introduced 
to the Fertilizers Act. which stip.- 
lates that no compound fertilizer on 
the market may lawfully contain 
more than one-tenth of one per cent 
of anhydrous borax, or the equiva- 
lent cf about one-fifth of one per 
cent of ordinary borax and the re- 
straining clause in the Fertilizers 
Act has been waived fo permit the 
manufacturer to include boron in 
fertilizers for turnips, mangels and 
beets to the extent of two per cent 
of ordinary borax.

The principal lesson one learns in going around the world is that men 
do not make national policies.and that the forces underlying national policies 
are tremendously more powerful than men. 

I am not fond of the Japanese, but I understand their problem—the ter- 
rific pressure of sixty million people pent up in tiny little islands. I do like 
the Chinese, and I have some understanding of them also. They are a vast 
collection of families. Their loyalty is to the family, and as for who rules 
them the great mass hardly cares. 

In India the Mohammedans hate the Hindus, al both hate the English. 
How India can ever be anything but a seething menace is difficult to see. 
I do not know the Italians, but in looking at the map I saw no outlet for 
their over-crowded population but to the south. 

I like the Austrians and Hungarians, both proud people with dismem- 
bered territories, economically strangled. I‘ like the Germans, and I wander 
how long they can possibly be kept tied down inside their pinching boundaries. 

Carlyle’s old mother, when she laid down her son’s first book, The Life 
of Schiller, remarked: “I see that foreign peoples have much the same feel- 
ings as ourselves./*-/ 

These are nofsoptimistic thoughts, but mighty plain blunt truth.

“In order to spend on one side,” said Goethe, “nature is forced to econo- 
mize on the other.” Taking up this theme, Darwin simplified it in “The Origin 
of Species, declaring that~‘if nourishment flows to one part of organ in ex- 

_rcess, it rarely flows, at least in vot to another part: thus it is difficult to 
get a cow to give much milk and fatten readily.” 

Goethe and Darwin were considering Nature’s law of compensation, 
which is as ancient as the rocks. Emerson discussed it in a famous essay 
which every law maker ought to be compelled to read at least once a year. 

“This law,” he says, ‘writes the laws of cities and nations. It is in vain 
to build or plot or combine against it. Things refuse to be mismanaged long. 
Though no checks to a new evil appear, the checks exist and will appear. 
If the government is cruel, the governor’s life is not safe. If you tax too 
high, the revenue will yield nothing. If you make the criminal code sanguin- 
ary, juries will not convict. If the law is too mild, private vengeance steps 
in. First or last, you must pay your entire debt. Persons and events may 
stand for a time between you and justice, but it is only a postponement. 
You must pay at last your own debt.”

When a 
Congress dies, as one doesevery two 
years, all of its works die with it 
unless they have become laws by 


| the signature of the President. 


The spirit of Congress’ does not 
necessarily . change, however; never 
j when the new Congress is, like this 
one, overwhelmingly of the same 
political complexion as the last one 
and composed chiefly of the same 
individuals. So all of the fills which 


the 74th Congress failed to pass, 


have been or shortly will be pres- 
ented to the 75th Congress as new 
business—and geome of them, doubt- 
less, will stand a better chance of 
enactment into law than they had 
before. . 

The returning Senators and Rep- 
resentatives of the majority party 
feel that ‘the-course upon which they 
bad embarked received an over 
whelming indorsement at last Fall's 
election, and that they are, in effect, 
under orders from their constitu-
